PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS  FROM 
ITS  ORGANIZATION  TO  JUNE  30,  1909. 

The  publications  of  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  are  of  five 
main  classes:  (1)  Annual  reports,  including  the  administrative 
report  of  the  Director  and  the  larger  annual  report  of  the  Office; 
(2)  Experiment  Station  Record,  which  gives  a  technical  review  of 
the  current  literature  of  agricultural  investigation  throughout  the 
world,  and  Experiment  Station  Work,  which  is  published  period- 
ically in  the  Farmers'  Bulletin  series  of  the  department,  and  gives  a 
popular  summary  of  some  of  the  more  salient  practical  results  of  the 
work  of  the  experiment  stations;  (3)  publications  relating  to  the 
food  and  nutrition  of  man,  consisting  of  technical  and  popular  bulle- 
tins, circulars,  etc.,  reporting  or  based  upon  the  results  of  nutrition 
investigations  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Office;  (4)  publi- 
cations relating  to  irrigation  and  drainage,  which  include  reports, 
technical  and  popular  bulletins,  circulars,  etc.,  giving  the  results  of 
the  irrigation  and  drainage  investigations  of  the  Office;  (5)  educa- 
tional and  other  publications,  including  those  relating  to  agricultural 
education  in  general  and  to  farmers'  institutes,  proceedings  of  the 
Association  of  American  Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experiment  Sta- 
tions, and  of  the  Association  of  Farmers'  Institute  Workers,  and 
similar  publications,  and  the  card  index  of  experiment-station  litera- 
ture, besides  miscellaneous  documents  of  various  kinds. 

In  addition  to  its  regular  publications,  the  Office  has  issued  a  num- 
ber of  reports,  bulletins,  and  circulars  of  the  experiment  stations  in 
Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Porto  Rico. 

In  the  following  list  the  publications  are  classed  according  to  series

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ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  Office  are  of  two  kinds:  (1)  A  brief 
administrative  report  of  the  Director,  giving  a  summary  of  the  work 
of  the  Office  during  the  year,  for  incorporation  in  annual  reports  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  from  which  it  is  reprinted  as  a  sepa- 
rate document,  and  (2)  a  larger  annual  report  of  the  Office,  especially 
authorized  by  act  of  C  ongress,  in  which  administrative  details  receive 
very  brief  attention,  and  an  attempt  is  made  to  show  the  progress  of 
agricultural  education  and  research  in  the  United  States  during  the 
period  covered  by  the  report.  This  is  done  by  means  of  detailed 
accounts  of  the  work  of  the  Office  and  of  the  several  agricultura 
experiment  stations,  and  by  articles  illustrating  progress  in  nutrition, 
irrigation,  and  drainage  investigations,  farmers'  institutes,  and  agri- 
cultural education,  and  in  various  special  lines  of  investigation  at 
the  experiment  stations.  The  larger  part  of  the  edition  of  the  latter 
report  is  reserved  for  distribution  through  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives in  Congress.  A  smaller  number  of  copies  are  usually  available 
for  distribution  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Copies  can  also  be 
purchased  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  at  the  price  affixed. 
The  supply  of  reports  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*)  is  exhausted,  but 
separates  of  the  main  portions  of  some  of  the  more  recent  annual 
reports  of  the  Office  are  available  for  free  distribution.

This  index  is  printed  on  cards  2  by  5  inches  in  size,  each  card  con- 
taining the  title  of  an  article,  the  name  of  its  author,  a  reference  to 
the  publication  in  which  it  appeared  and  to  the  Experiment  Station 
Record  in  which  an  abstract  of  the  article  may  be  found,  and  a  con- 
densed statement  of  its  contents.  Thirty  thousand  cards  were  issued 
up  to  June  'M),  1909,  covering  the  publications  of  experiment  stations 
in  the  United  States  from  1888  to  that  date. 

One  copy  of  the  index  with  a  key  containing  the  system  of  classifi- 
cation is  sent  without  charge  to  each  of  the  agricultural  colleges  and 
experiment  stations  and  to  certain  of  the  state  boards  and  commis- 
sioners of  agriculture.  Besides  this  free  distribution,  the  Office  is 
prepared,  under  the  authority  of  the  law,  to  furnish  a  limited  number 
of  sets  of  the  index  at  a  price  only  suilicient  to  cover  additional  cost 
of  printing.  This  is  estimated  at  $2  per  thousand  cards.  For  the 
division  cards  an  additional  charge  of  $1.25  is  made.  A  few  sets  have 
been  broken,  and  portions  of  these  also  may  be  obtained  at  the  same 
rate  per  thousand  cards.
